The Press Aasooiation's Jersey cor- 
respoudeut telegraphs that a notice was 
poaled-ligat t^e ^^tioy Banking Com- 
pany's 5ffice on Monday morning in 
the following terms: "Owing to unfore- 
seen circumstances this bank haa sus- 
pended payment." At the sitting of the 
Jersey States Aaseiubiy yesterday, the 
President, Sir G. Bertram, announced 
that he had received an official notice 
from Mr. Gosset, the manager of the 
Jersey^Banking Company, who is niso 
Treasurer o£ the Jeraey Statow, tbat, be 
was unable to pay the bonda and cou[)- 
ona due yesterday. Great excitement 
prevailed, and the Royal square was 
thronged with, petjple anxious to ob- 
tain particulars of the position and 
failure of'-the bank. The liabilities of 
th6' bbnk are said to exceed a quarter 
of a million, ot which about £50,000 
are current account balance.^. The cap- 
ital is £20,000, and the company is un 
limited. The bank was allowing a high 
rata of interest for money, and many 
iuflqential firms having banked there 
it ia expected that heavy liabilities will 
follow. All public moneys were depo.sit- 
ed in the bank, and after the otiicial 
intimation from the manager ihat he 
could not pay the bonds and iuteieat 
advertised for payment yesterday tho 
the local matifiger of the Qapital and 
Counties Bank (Mr. Hooper) was ap- 
plied to, and he arranged for the bonds 
aud interest' to be paid through the 
Jersey branch o the Capitarand Coun- 
ties Bank pending a 'definite"; arrange, 
ment.

Tbo "so-called orynu of tho so-calli'd 
opposition" hiis been — like tho political 
faction whoHO viigaiies it applauda — revel- 
ling for aevornl diiya, playing au imaginary 
game of battledore and shuttlecock \vith the 
public ttcoouuts, and jubilautlj- announces 
afietUioaa deficit ol Bomo hundreds of 
Uioasands of dollars. Now, while all are 
aware that it is to the interest of that journal 
to malta capital out of the imaginary short- 
oomingfl of the government, the delib- 
erately false statement that tho public 
accoimts present a large deficit is wholly 
inexcusable and carries legitimate oppo- 
Bitiou to au unpardonable length — unpar- 
douablo because the means employed are 
as false as the financial showing that tho 
Times attempts to impose upon the public. 
It shows to what Btiaits the "immaculate 
six" have beou reduced when unable to 
fairly criticize tho actions of tho govorn- 
mout they resort to the meau oxpodiout of 
trying to make figures lie. But they will 
-Tiot lie, nor will they appear to do so, if only 
placed fairly before those who are to consider 
them, not with wily discrimination as to 
what shall be suppressed and what shall be 
emphasized, but with a fullness whose cou- 
tinuity shall at once be self-evident 
and oonviuciug.

(See statement, sessional pa- 
pers 1883, page 183). This amount, of 
ooursB, is but approximate, but it having 
biSen furnished to the house by the treas- 
ury department, wo presume tho figures 
are very oloso to the actual amounts. We, 
however, do not entirely rely on approxi- 
mate statements, but now we cjuie to 
actual and authentic documents — duly 
certified balance sheets of the province — 
the correctness of which neither party 
questions. On the 30th November, 1882, 
we find that tho balance against the pro- 
vince — being liabiUties over assets — was 
§193,557.98,— just one month prior to 
Mr. Beaven's resigDation fr^m the ofSoe 
of minister of finance and premier of the 
province.

It is perfectly plain to any ordinary in- 
telligonco, that from a liability in 1832 of 
$193,657.08 to a clear asset in 
1885 of §49,763.76. lhajt. the province 
has just advanced ?193,557. 98 •fS49,7C3.- 
76=§243,321 74, or in other words this 
amount better off under the Smithe ad- 
ministration in 1885 than in 1882 when 
Mr. Heaven controlled the provincial 
exchequer. It is true that large sums 
have during the interval been received 
from the JJominion goyeriimsnt on the 
graving dock settlement, also that the 
federal govorninent had credited tho pro- 
vince in July, 1884, with an additional 
amount of $83,107 88, augmenting the 
principle upon which the province draws 
interest annually. This latter amount

ENGLAND. 

London, Feb S — i\lr. liedin.uid, 
nationalist member of p;irliament, in a 
speech at Moiiaghan to-day urged Iri.sli- 
inon to restrain their violent fooiinga and 
not to hamper the hew government, 
which, he said, would take iniinodiate 
steps to stop evictions. 

The appointmoiit of -i\lr. Broadliurot as 
under home secretary has caused a sensa- 
tion in political circles, that gonlleman 
being tho first workinguiaii that has over 
risen to the ministry. The appointniBnt 
is taken as an indication that it ia Glad- 
stone's intention to rely on the masses 
againet the influonoos of the aristocracy. 
The liberal clubs are divided in npiuiDU 
on the subject; the Keform and Dovou- 
shire clubs disapprovingthe appointment 
and the national liberals enthusiastically 
approving of it. 

Hostility of the whiga to Mr. Gl.id- 
stone is intended. This is shown in tho 
difficulty experienced by the premier in 
filling tho peeresses' post in tho Queen's 
household. The Duchesses of ijedford 
and Westminster have refused appoint- 
ments, and others will follow theit* ox- 
bmple. • 

IRELAND, 
Dublin, Feb. 8. — Messrs. Hoaly and 
Biggar have arrived at Galway to support 
Mr. Lynch against Mr. O'Shea, Mr. Par- 
nell's nominee in the parliamentary con- 
test in that county.

BELaRADE, Feb. 8. — The governnieiit 
has issued ukaao ordering that two full 
divisions of the army go into cainp im- 
mediately and calling upon the regiments 
of the landstrum to hold themselves in 
readiness for active service. It is stated in 
official circles that Sarvia, in the event of 
a renewal of hostilities, will bo able to put 
80,000 men on the frontitr within ton days. 

GREECE. 
Athens, Feb. 8. — It is stated on au- 
thority that Greece will immediately dis- 
arm and cease preparations, provided 
Turkey cedes E|)irus in accordance witli 
tho treaty of Berlin.

Tiie speaker alluded to the fact that a 
a Mr. Rogers had obtained in 1878 a 
crown grant of 10 acres of tho land, and 
In the reconiiiiondalion that ho. be allowed 
t'> piirciiaae the Kunie tliu land was (lia- 
tiiictly alluded to as part of a naval re- 
sorvo. He was afraid that if the govern- 
ment did not look upon thoaa lands aa a 
naval reserve there would be no limit to 
the sale of it, and that as a oonaeiiuence 
the only naval reserve left would bo that 
at ii.'iquiinaU — a station which, if the 
great corumerco, us asserted, arises in the 
near future, will nut he .sulfioieiit to fulfil 
more than one-third of the naval require- 
niouts. Ho asked the government 
whether it was their intention to reserve 
any part uf the land ut fingliah Bay aa a 
reserve. 

Lh'n. W. Sniitho .laid there was no ob- 
j-jctiuii to be olleroJ to the correspon- 
dence askiid fur, but ho was nut aware 
that such had been proceeding for years 
between the provincial and Dominion gov- 
eriinienta. /\8 ho had already explained, 
there li!id been .some between 'Mr. Trntch 
and Mr. Walkem, ajid that was all tho 
correspondence ao far as lie knew between 
the two governments with tho e.xception 
of a couple of telegr.-ims. Nc'thing could 
be further from the actual fact than tho 
inference uf the honorable gentleman 
that the govprnnipiit waa SoUiiij; what was 
called the naval reaurve ;th ere was not tho 
slightest intention on the part of the 
present government to dispose of any 
purl of the reserve of 155 acres. The 
present government had not followed at 
all in the footsteps of the |atB adminis- 
tration, and had not perniitt'od an acre to 
be disposed of like the purchase allowed 
to be made by Sir. Rogers at tho price of 
s^l an acre, tie believed that tlio admiral 
of the station finite recently had been 
inatrucled by tho imperial Lruveriiiiient to 
lucate a hundred acres of land there for 
naval purpoaoa— an action which those 
authorities were now propn.iing to take 
after a delay ditiug from 1800. Tho im- 
j pi-rial fioverinneiiL never had expressed 
tludr wishes with regard to the reserves 
placed at Kiiglish I5iy or Port Moody. 
It had btdeii aliown sub.'iequently that they 
did not wi.sli to have that land, and that 
thny had i) baiKlniied it and all other re- 
tervea e.'ccepting that at Port Moody. 
This intention had been communicated to 
the Dominion government. Tho reserve 
was uevor properly made or legally estab- 
lished, no order in council tnade, or tho 
reserve gazetted. Notwithstanding' this 
the provincial ijovernment had decided to 
hold the reserve of 155 acres intact for 
navul purposes. 

Mr. Cunningham said if that was so 2io 
ivas aalistiod. Uf course if only 10 acres 
had been sold there was plenty of land 
loft there. The day might come when it 
would be nccess'ary to fortify that point 
and he fidt sure it would turn out all 
right ii.s everything generally did in the 
\ui><i run . 

Mr. Beaven .laid the assumption of the 
loader of the government that because no 
order in coancil was passed declaring the 
land a reserve and no gazette notice had 
been publiahed, that no reserve had been 
made, was culciilated to convey an 
urt-uneoua impression. Tlie province was 
then a crown colony and the reserve thon 
made was duly dtclnred a naval reserve 
(lion. W. Smithe— N(i) Thohon. geiitlo- 
tiiiiii was uiistakon, but supposing there 
had been some informality was it not a 
very small matter for the government of 
JJrIiiali Columbia to refuse to give to the 
imperial govoriimeiit property which they 
had always deoiiied their o.wn ? 

ilon. Mr. Smithe we-a sorry to say the 
last speaker's statement was not correct. 
When that land was returned aa a reserve 
uf 788 acres it was a mistake. There never 
had been such an one made. There had 
been an application for a naval reserve of 
150 acres, and he was inclined to hold 
thiit aa having been reserved for the im- 
perial navy. He produced i the admiralty 
chart publiahed in 1884 on which there 
wa.s printed a propmsej navul reaervo of 
155 aorea and not for 788 acres. The 
oiiiercharts were the same in this respect. 
'Jl'ho last speaker made a mistake when 
he stated that the land in . the days nhon 
the province was a crown' colony was en- 
tirely in 'the hands' of !tlio subordinate 
ollioers of the crown, None but properly 
constituted nlficors of the crown wore 
competent to deal with tho lands. At 
the time this proposed n^servo was made 
it was custoinury to ]uil)lish such reserves 
and the fact that .tuch hud not been done 
was proof the land had not beoij properly 
sat apart, nor wai it.ao intended. He be- 
lieved it was tho intention of tho imperial

— Tho starving me- 
chanics of London to-day held a mass 
meeting in Trafalgar ac|uare under the 
Nelson monument, and it reaulted in a 
riot. The proceedings were opened with 
an aaseniblago of 10,000 people. Tho 
police wero preaoiit in large luunbers . 
They at once saw tbat the socialistic ela- 
mont of London greatly predominated in 
the crowd, whioh'-'waB; alao managed by a 
wull-.know'n sV.oialiat. .Cons^piouotis among 
the leaders 6i 'ihe 'tantiltltude' was Burns, 
who ran aa aooialistio candidate in Not- 
tiuKham in the recent election. He 
sneered at the police, and acted generally 
R5 if hu vfished to bring about a conflict 
between tho police and the people. 
Finally, he ascended the pedestal of tho 
Nelson column for tho purpoap of de- 
livering a harangue, Ha was well luvaru I 
this act would not bo tolerated, and the i 
police politely ordered hiiu to get down. | 
This he refused to do,- appealing to the 
crowd

with the exorcises of popular rights. Tho 
officers, however, wero detoriiiiiied, and 
thoy pushed their way through the e.-ccited 
and resisting mass and by force removed 
Burns from tho pedestal. liy this time 
the crowd had vastly augmented and iho 
streets adjacent were packed with aur^'iiig 
mobs. Tha stir in the elevated sput where 
tho Burns incident took place was easily 
perceptible over almost tho entire area 
covered by the concourse, and the sight 
of helmets and uniforms in the struggle 
was accepted as visible proof of the com- 
mencement of a Qght ngainat the law. 
The intelligence was rosponded to vvitli a 1 
general and fearful howl and an attempted I 
rush from all directions to the point of j 
interest. Burns had now been removed ; 
some distance from tho position he had I 
attempted to occupy. He became em- i 
boldeiied by the cries of the tliroiitj and j 
made desperate efforts to recover the lost 
ground. He waa so effectively helped by |

and the orator was soon pressed up against 
the monument. He quickly reatcended 
the pedestal, accompanied by a number of 

other socialistic orators. Burns' bore a 
red Hag and ho -.vaved it to the assemblage 
as a signal of his triumph over the au- 
thorities. He was greeted with deafening 
shouts astain and again. Burns now fin- 
ished his address. Ho then read a reso- 
lution stating the distress in England and 
demanded that parliament start public 
works to give employment and bread to 
tens of thousands of destirving men who 
were out of work through no fault (jf their 
own but because of had government, and 
declared it was the duty of the govern- 
ment to afford every facility for tho em- 
ployment of British capital at home for 
the profit of the British people, and to 
give British interests the advantage over 
foreign. It asserted tho time had arrived

in English agricultural industry. Tho 
resolution also dB-niandod the iiinnediate 
appointment of a minister of cuiiHiierce 
and iiiiiiiater of agriculfaro and concluded 
with the resolve that copies should be 
forwarded to Gladstone, Salisbury, Par- 
nell and the board of pjJbUo works.

He also declared that the people had as- 
sembled to summon parliament to imme- 
diately relieve tho distress of British 
workingmen; that the people wanted the 
question settled at once and peacefully if 
posnlble; otherwise a revolution was in- 
evitable. All this aggravated the excite- 
ment of the huge mass so that the police 
reformed with an iucroaaed force and 
made' another- BBsault. They succeeded 
in forcing their way up to the pedestal. 
They reached this point just as the reso- 
lutions, which had already been seconded, 
wero about to be aubmilted to the mob 
for approval. The odicars at once or-lered 
tho proceedinga tn bo diecontituied ou the 
pedestal, and commanded Burns and his 
oollesgues to come down. This tbey rt:- 
fused to do, and the olRoers thereupon 
dragged them down by force and drove 
them from the pedestal. It was evident

and it was also apparent that the officers 
immediately engaged in removing the 
orators feared an attack, hut the men 
comprising the mob were not in a fighting 
humor and the- irnob'cotttented itself for 
a time by hooting the police and smolhor- 
inu them with flour, dirt and garbage. 
The officers behaved admirably under 
this abuse and showed no resent. 

After their ejection neither Burna nor 
nor afay of his colleagues made any furtliur 
attempts to get back; They at once left 



the street and proceeding to Ihowall of 
tho national gallery thoy niounted this 
wall and pointed to the dnors and win- 
dows and bitterly denounced the inmates. 
This looked like an attempt to sot the 
mob on the building. The mob was ex- 
citeS, but not up to a point of. violence. 
Burns and his colleagues seeitu; this, 
vacated tha reform club steps and pro- 
ceeded to the Carlton club steps where 
they repeated their tactics.

The stories uf what the police had said 
and done at tho Nelson column were cir- 
culated from mouth to mouth and exag- 
gerated with every repetition until the 
starving mechanics were convinced that 
the authorities had actually dared them 
to conflict. Such a fire as was roady for ig- 
nition, -and • within touching diataiice 
was inflamed, by the speeches delivered on 
the Carlton club steps. The mob was split 
up into divisions by being forged down 
diU'erent streets by tho police from Tra- 
falgar square to get near the occupanla at 
tho club hnuaea, and tho various diviaioiia 
started off, hooting and howling, and 
challenged the authorities. The invaded 
.itrocts were) at once abandoned to the 
rioters, who, finding themselves no longer 
opposed, vented their ill will against well- 
housed people and uguinat tho club.i by 
storming tho dwelling's and club houses 
along the way.

On its way to Hydo park tho front of 
iniib made an effort to enter the war oliice, 
but turned away wlieii tho aentinol at tho 
entrance confroutoil the intruders with his 
bayonet. OonapicuiuiH am-.aig buildings 
attacked by the mob were thoae occupied 
by tho Davonahire olub and that occupied 
as a residuuce by Arnold i^lorley, thu 
newly appointed patronage secretary. 
The police Bh)ng tho route to Llyde park 
wero brushed out of the way by tho riot- 
ers as ao many straws, and many of the 
officers were terribly whipped for their 
interference. 

LATER. 

Thai part of the Trafalgar square mob 
which went to Hydo park was composed 
of tho hordes which had filled up Uock- 
apur street, I'dl 'tiall and St. .faniea 
atreet when tho Carlton ehib was attacked. 
This long drawn out throng bent at Re- 
gent atreet, which bouina at Pall Mall 
about half way between Nel».-Mi'a monu- 
ment and St. James street, and 



remained in Trafalgar square occupying 
the time ill daring the police to come, and 
making rushes at tho constables and other 
obnoxious DorHons. In one of these rushes 
the iniib overthrow two heavy granite 

' <iuarters. These fell across Charing Cross 
and bh'cked traffic "to and from 
Charing Cross railway station^ ^The police 
made' several most desperate- exertions to 
clear away the obstruotionf but WQre 
easily resisted every time by the mob. 
The mob held their ground so well at 

.Trafalgar square that until they voluntar- 
ily abandoned the scone the entire power 
of tha police proved insufficient toolear the 
way to one of the moat important railway 
stations in the world a space largo enough 
to permit even a single carriage line to 
pass to and from the depot. Sometime 
after dark tho mob gradually loft Trafal- 
gar square and went away, satisfied that 
without havuig actually collided with the 
police 

TIIKY WONTHBDAY. 

As the mob dispersed its sections made 
havoc until they dwindled away. Tho 
scones which characterised tho retreat of 
that section of the Hyde park mob which 
wont through Oxford 8treet,also attended 
the retreat of the other sections that 
and every street they entered sur- 
rendered to thom. 

At midnight tho police reports concurr- 
ed in statini; never before in the present 
generation has such a disturbance occurr- 
ed in L'lndon. Though little loss of blood, 
sumo officials declare upwards of 50,000 
mail must have been rioting for at least 
six hours with absolute possession of every 
thoroughfare they chose to invade, yet no 
life ia reported taken. Had tho police 
been atrong enough to attack the mob at 
any point there might have been terrible 
records to make but at midnight every- 
thing was pretty much as it was during 
thu day and the wliole thing seems to bo

and while it lasted the city was thorough- 
ly excited. The mob was essentially 

English, and it ni ido a frightful demon- 
stration. It was not resisted and went to 
bud at the usual time. 

According to later'eatimatea of the 15, • 
000 people who wero engaged at the Trafal- 
gar Bqu|ire demonstration, two-thirds were 
unoinployed workmen, the balance social- 
lata. Thu two sections were not in accord 
and there wore freciuont collisions be- 
tween them . 

Workingmen took no part in the riotous 
acts thai followed tho meeting at Trafal- 
gar .iquare. Socialists, aroused to fury 
by the violent tirades of speakers in the 
square, created throe hours reign of ter- 
ror. Jewelry shops wore broken into and 
go(jd3 carried olf by the mob. Carriages 
containing ladies wore stopped on the 
streets, the occu[)ants forced to alight. 
Some rioters entered the vehicles and 
drove at the head of the crowd. Tho 
mob swep't through shouting "smash win- 
dows; lot's get inside sijops?' All decent- 
ly attired persons who encountered the

This apeech wa3_ 
even more violent than those before made, 
the language exciting, and the whole ad- 
dress calculated to set the crowd loose on 
tho town. burns was followed by several 
other sucirtlistic speakers, all of whom did 
all in their power to stir up strife.
